1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

a. On line 12 of claim 3, "speed factor" has been changed to -speed-. 

b. On lines 13, 15 and 17 of claim 3, "revolving" has been changed to -rotation-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 11-15 and 21 are 
allowable for the reasons specified in previous Office actions. In regard to claim 3, none of the 
references of record alone or in combination suggest or fairly teach the method of reproducing 
data of claim 3 wherein the third rotation speed is decreased with increased frequency of vibration, 
the third rotation speed being approximately 16 times the first rotation speed when the frequency 
of vibration is determined to be greater than or equal to 80Hz, the third rotation speed being 20 
times the first rotation speed when the frequency of vibration is determined to be greater than or 
equal to 40Hz and less than 80Hz, and the third rotation speed being 24 times the first rotation 
speed when the frequency of vibration is determined to be less than 40Hz. In regard to claim 17, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination suggest or fairly teach the apparatus for 
reproducing data of claim 17 wherein the speed for data reproduction is decreased with increasing 
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frequency of vibration, the speed for data reproduction being approximately 16 times the first 
revolving speed when the frequency of vibration is determined to be greater than or equal to 80Hz, 
the speed for data reproduction being 20 times the first revolving speed when the frequency of 
vibration is determined to be greater than or equal to 40Hz and less than 80Hz, and the speed for 
data reproduction being 24 times the first revolving speed when the frequency of vibration is 
determined to be less than 40Hz.
